Eapid Bxliaustion of the Limited 
Fields. 

(.S'l-n Yojk llail aiul Kxprcss.) 

There are but four anthracite coal- 
llekls in Pennsylvania, and their agg- 
regate area is but -183 square miles. 
Eeliablo engineers estimate that the 
anioniit of coal the four fields will 
yiekl. if the present wasteful method 
of niitiiiig bo oontiniiod, can not lie 
inoro limn ;j,000,000,000 ton.s. But 
the year which ends with this [n-i'sent 
week- lias taken 2;i,.')00,000 tons of an- 
thracito coal from Pennsylvania mines, 
am! it is expected that the amount tak 
en will be greater, rather than less, in 
futnre year.s, so that th«j supjdy will 
b(! e.\liau.steil in a century, if not soon- 
er. Besides I'tMin.sy Ivania, llhodo Isl- 
ami iigiiiia are the only States whicli 
prodiu-e anthracite coal, and their sup- 
ply is insigniticant. The .service jier- 
formed by aiUbrncito coal in the ilevel- 
opinent of (he resources of the United 
State.s has been ho great tliat the pros- 
pect of the oxhaustion of the supply, 
even a century hence, must lie regard- 
ftl with nnicli concern. The declar- 
ation tRat long before the century ends 
aiithraeile coal will be a luxury wlsich 
only the rich can enjoy, will cau.se a 
iiecnliar deiiiaiul that the wasteful 
ini^rlioil of iiiiniiig known as the "pillar 
and breast" bu al;andoned, and that 
the UKiic iconon>ical method employed 
111 England mines be HiibstituteJ for it.- 
1 1 i.s true that the supply of bitum- 
inous conl seems inexliauatible, al- 
tliuugli tke annual jiroduct of our bi- 
tuiuiiious mines tloes not exceed -l-,- 
000, OOU tons, which is about one-fourth 
of the product in I'Jiglanil. Ohio, 
which ranks below Illinois and Penii- 
.sylvaiiia in the production of bitumin- 
ous coal, can produce more than Eng- 
laiul, whose cajiacitv is already severe- 
ly tav;eil. Hut the iron and steel iii- 
iluslrii'.s of tlie United Statf.s could 
never havi; reached their iircseiit jiro- 
jiortioii.-i but for anthracite coul, and 
the oxiiauKtion of the antin-acite fields 
will inevitably eflutt ,the prosperity of 
the country, unleiis inventive genius 
devi.ses a new fuel to feed our blast 
1 furnaces and move our eugin(\s---a con- 
; tiiigency sniemote that tin.' gi-avcst 
consideration romaiiinig » lu-jje economy 
in anthracite coal. 

j To Split a Shoot of Paper. 

It i.s one the most reniarkabi? prnj)- 
crties of that wonderful product ]>aper, 
that it can be split in two or three 
parts, however ihin the sheet. We 
have seen a leaf of the //Imtratni Xew.i 
thus (lividi'd iiilo three ]iarts, or fliree 
thin leaves, (Inc consisted of tli.^ sur- 
fncn on wlii.'h the engravings arr priii- 
ti.'d; another was the siihi I'nn In inin;,' 
the letter press, aiiit a piece purt'eialy 
blank on each side was the paper that 
lay between. Many people who have 
not seen this done might think this im- 
possible yet it is not only possible but 
c.xtrenii'ly easy, ns we will rIidw. (let 
a pieco of plate ghis.s, and place it on 
a slioet iif pnjior; thru let the, latter be 
thoroughly soaked. With a little <lex- 
tcrity the sheet can be ;:]ilit, by the toji 
surfact- being removed. Hut the best 
plan is to paste a piece of cloth or 
strong paper to each Hide of tlu! shei't to 
be split. When dry, violently and 
without hesitation, pull the two [lieecs 
asunder, when part of the sheet will 
lie found to have adhered to one and 
[lart to the oth(>r. Soften the paste 
ill ^vateI■, and the pierces can lie easily 
ri'niDvi.'tl from the cloth. The process 
is generally dfiuon.strated as a matter 
of curiosity, yet it can bi; utilii'.od in 
varioiiH ways, I f wo want to paste in 
a scrap -book a newspaper article prin- 
ted on both sides of the paper, and po.ss 
e.ss only one coj>y, it is very convenient 
to know how to detach the one side; 
from the other. 'i'lif,' paper when split, 
as may be imagined, is more transpar- 
ent than it was before being subjectod 
to the operation, and the printing ink 
is soinowhat duller; otherwise the two 
pi(?ees present the appearance of the 
oriL^iniil i)ie('es again brought together. 
Soiiiriiiiie ;ii;o the information of how 
to lIo this splitting was advertised to 
be viohl for a considerable huiu. We

I tho Dominion government would pass a 
' bill incrcismi; tho number of judges in 
I this province. It was only with great 
difficulty that the la.>it bill was passed in 
I the Uoinmons and tho Senate, .ind it was 
I not likely that any further additiuns 
I would bo mads to the judiciaty in this 
j province. The Dominion government in 
: his opinion would not agree to a bill of 
this sort . Only a sliort time a^o two new 
judges wi'ro apiioiuted and it is not at all 
likely that five or si.\ additional nne.s 
would be appointed now. Tlio means 
adopted by the government wore not the 
I proper ones to pursue. The house should 
adhere to the policy of the late govern- 
ment in remedying the ovil which existed 
in this province. He regretted to find 
that tho attorney Rciioral had deviated 
from tliat couise and had asked tho Do- 
minion government to agree to suniething 
which they would not do. The policy of 
the late government was now so near be- 
ing successfully carried out that it should 
have been adhered to. The attorney gen- 
eral would BUi'oly not s.iy that this legis- 
lature has not tlio power to apportion (he 
province into judicial di.stricts and say 
whore the judges should reside. The aot 
reiiuiring Justices (!ray, Robertson and 
McCreight to reside in tho mainland dis- 
tricts to which they were appointed was 
reforred to. If the decision in tho 
"Thrasher" should be upheld tlion tiio 
Dominion government would have the 
jjowcr to say what district these judges 
slu'iild reside in. It ia a niistake to make 
this deviatitni wlieii we are on tho very 
thrcahhold.of success. It ia not reason- 
able to suppose that the Dominitui gov- 
ut'iuni'iit will appoint (wo additional 
judges. Tho bill now before the house 
wiiultl jeopardize the buccosb of all that 
had been done in the past. A .stipendiary 
magistiato hatl boon appointed on llie 
railway by the Dominion government and 
lie liad been informed that nut a single 
case had come before him and it was not 
re.-iRnnahle to sunpnao that nioro judges 
would be votc-fl this session <>f the 
Commons.
